All  things  being  disposed  in  order  for  the  Laying  of  the 
Stone,  the  Bishop1  shall  say, 

Except  the  Lord  build  the  house, 

Answer.     Their  labour  is  but  lost  that  build  it. 
Our  help  is  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord ; 

Answer.     -Who  hath  made  heaven  and  earth. 
0  Lord,  hear  our  prayer. 

Answer.     And  let  our  cry  come  unto  Thee. 
Blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord  ; 

Answer.     From,  this  time  forth  for  evermore. 

Then  shall  be  sung  Psalin  Ixxxiv. 
Quam  dilecta. 

0  how  amiable  are  Thy  dwellings  :  Thou  Lord  of  hosts  ! 

My  soul  hath  a  desire  and  longing  to  enter  into  the 
courts  of  the  Lord  :  my  heart  and  my  flesh  rejoice  in  the 
living  God. 

1  NOTE.— Whatsoever  part  in  this  Office  is  assigned  to  the  Bishop,  may,  In  his 
absence,  be  taken  by  the  Archdeacon,  or  such  other  Priest  as  shall  be  appointed 
thereto. 
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Yea,  the  sparrow  hath  found  her  an  house,  and  the 
swallow  a  nest  where  she  may  lay  her  young  :  even  Thy 
altars,  0  Lord  of  hosts,  my  King  and  my  God. 

Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  Thy  house  :  they  will 
be  alway  praising  Thee. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in  Thee  :  in  whose 
heart  are  Thy  ways. 

Who  going  through  the  vale  of  misery  use  it  for  a  well : 
and  the  pools  are  filled  with  water. 

They  will  go  from  strength  to  strength  :  and  unto  the 
God  of  gods  appeareth  every  one  of  them  in  Si  on. 

0  Lord  God  of  hosts,  hear  my  prayer  :  hearken,  0  God 
of  Jacob. 

Behold,  0  God  our  defender  :  and  look  upon  the  face  of 
Thine  Anointed. 

For  one  day  in  Thy  courts  :  is  better  than  a  thousand. 

1  had  rather  be  a  doorkeeper  in  the  house  of  my  God  : 
than  to  dwell  in  the  tents  of  ungodliness. 

For  the  Lord  God  is  a  light  and  defence  :  the  Lord 
will  give  grace  and  worship,  and  no  good  thing  shall  He 
withhold  from  them  that  live  a  godly  life. 

0  Lord  God  of  hosts  :  blessed  is  the  man  that  putteth 
his  trust  in  Thee. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son  :  and  to  the  Holy 
Ghost ; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be  : 
world  without  end.  Amen. 

Tlien  shall  the  Minister  say, 
The  Lord  be  with  you. 
Answer.     And  with  thy  spirit. 

Let  us  pray. 
Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 

Christ,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
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Our  Father,  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  Thy 
]STame.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth, 
As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread. 
And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  As  we  forgive  them  that 
trespass  against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation ; 
But  deliver  us  from  evil.  Amen. 


Then  the  Bishop,  standing  up  and  laying  his  hand  upon 
the  Stone,  shall  say, 

0  Lord  Jesu  Christ,  Son  of  the  living  God,  who  art 
the  brightness  of  the  Father's  Glory,  and  the  express 
image  of  His  Person ;  the  one  Foundation,  and  the  chief 
Corner  Stone ;  Bless  what  we  now  do  in  laying  this  Stone 
in  Thy  Name,  and  be  Thou,  we  beseech  Thee,  the  begin 
ning,  the  increase,  and  the  consummation  of  this  our  work, 
which  is  undertaken  to  the  Glory  of  Thy  Name,  who  with 
the  Father  and  the  Holy  Spirit  livest  and  reignest  one 
God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

Behold  I  lay  in  Sion  a  chief  Corner  Stone,  elect, 
precious. 

Answer.     And  he  that  believeth  in  Him  shall  not  be 
confounded. 

The  Stone  which  the  builders  refused, 

Answer.     Is  become  the  headstone  of  the  corner. 
This  is  the  Lord's  doing ; 

Answer.     And  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes. 
Other  foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid, 

Answer.     Which  is  Jesus  Christ. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Answer.     The  Lord's  Name  be  praised. 
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Then.,  all  things  being  made  ready,  the  Stone  shall  be  laid 
by  the  person  appointed  thereto  with  tliese  words  : 

In  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  we  place  this  Foundation 
Stone,  in  the  Name  of  God  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  and 
God  the  Holy  Ghost  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  say, 

Here  let  true  faith,  the  fear  of  God,  and  brotherly  love 
ever  remain.  This  place  is  set  apart  for  prayer  and  for 
the  praise  of  the  most  holy  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  ever  liveth  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy 
Spirit,  one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 


Then  shall  be  read  this  Lesson  : 
Ezra  iii.  10,  11. 

And  when  the  builders  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
temple  of  the  LORD,  they  set  the  priests  in  their  apparel 
with  trumpets,  and  the  Levites  the  sons  of  Asaph  with 
cymbals,  to  praise  the  LOKD,  after  the  ordinance  of  David 
king  of  Israel.  And  they  sang  together  by  course  in 
praising  and  giving  thanks  unto  the  LORD  ;  because  He 
is  good,  for  His  mercy  endureth  for  ever  toward  Israel. 
And  all  the  people  shouted  with  a  great  shout,  when  they 
praised  the  LORD,  because  the  foundation  of  the  house  of 
the  LORD  was  laid. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  say, 

The  Lord  be  with  you. 
Answer.     And  with  tliy  spirit. 
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Let  us  pray. 

0  Eternal  God,  mighty  in  power,  of  majesty  incompre 
hensible,  whom  the  heaven  of  heavens  cannot  contain, 
much  less  the  walls  of  temples  made  with  hands ;  who  yet 
hast  promised  to  be  present  wherever  two  or  three  are 
gathered  together  in  Tlfy  Name ;  Vouchsafe  to  guide  and 
bless  the  efforts  now  being  made  to  raise  a  House  for  Thy 
worship  and  service  in  this  parish,  and  grant  us  such 
success  as  may  tend  most  to  Thy  glory  and  the  salvation 
of  Thy  people ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

0  God,  who  art  the  shield  and  defence  of  Thy  people, 
be  ever  at  hand,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  protect  and  succour 
the  builders  of  this  house :  keep  them  in  their  building 
from  all  sin  and  profaneness,  and  shelter  them  from  all 
accident  and  peril;  that  the  work  which,  through  Thy 
mercy,  hath  now  been  begun,  may  by  their  labour  be 
brought  to  a  happy  end,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

0  God,  who  hast  built  the  living  temple  of  Thy  Church 
upon  the  foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus 
Christ  Himself  being  the  chief  Corner  Stone ;  Grant  unto 
the  work  of  Thine  own  hands  continual  increase  of  glory 
and  spiritual  strength,  and  daily  make  Thy  people  more 
meet  for  the  eternal  tabernacle  of  Thy  rest  in  the  heavens ; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  to  whom,  with  Thee,  0 
Father,  and  Thee,  0  Holy  Ghost,  be  honour  and  glory, 
now  and  for  evermore.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  speak  to  the  People. 

After  a  Hymn  has  been  sung,  the  Bishop  shall  say  the 
following  Prayers : 

Prevent  us,  0  Lord,  in  all  our  doings  with  Thy  most 
gracious  favour,  and  further  us  with  Thy  continual  help ; 


that  in  all  our  works  begun,  continued,  and  ended  in  Thee, 
we  may  glorify  Thy  holy  Name,  and  finally  by  thy  mercy 
obtain  everlasting  life ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

0  Almighty  God,  who  hast  built  Thy  Church  upon  the 
foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ 
Himself  being  the  head  Corner  Stone;  Grant  us  so  to  be 
joined  together  in  unity  of  spirit  by  their  doctrine,  that 
we  may  be  made  an  holy  temple  acceptable  unto  Thee ; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

THE  BLESSING. 

The  LORD  bless  you,  and  keep  you :  The  LOUD  make 
His  face  shine  upon  you,  and  be  gracious  unto  you :  The 
LORD  lift  up  His  countenance  upon  you,  and  give  you 
peace.  Amen.

II. 

FOEM  FOE  THE 

DEDICATION  OF  A  CHURCH 

OR 

MISSION  CHAPEL. 


The  Bishop,  having  declared  his  readiness  to  proceed  to  the 
Dedication,  shall  pass  with  the  Clergy,  the  Churchwardens 
and  others  towards  the  Holy  Table,  Psalm  cxxii.  being 
meanwhile  said  or  sung  : 

Lcetatus  sum. 

I  was  glad  when  they  said  unto  me  :  "We  will  go  into 
the  house  of  the  Lord. 

Our  feet  shall  stand  in  thy  gates  :  0  Jerusalem. 

Jerusalem  is  built  as  a  city  :  that  is  at  unity  in  itself. 

For  thither  the  tribes  go  up,  even  the  tribes  of  the 
Lord  :  to  testify  unto  Israel,  to  give  thanks  unto  the 
Name  of  the  Lord. 

For  there  is  the  seat  of  judgement  :  even  the  seat  of  the 
house  of  David. 

0  pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem  :  they  shall  prosper 
that  love  thee. 

Peace  be  within  thy  walls  :  and  plenteousness  within 
thy  palaces. 
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For  my  brethren  and  companions'  sakes  :  I  will  wish 
thee  prosperity. 

Yea,  because  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  our  God  :  I  will 
seek  to  do  thee  good. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son  :  and  to  the 
Holy  Ghost ; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be : 
world  without  end.  Amen. 

The  Bishop,  standing  at  the  Holy  Table,  and  turning  to  the 
people,  shall  say : 

Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  devout  and 
holy  men,  as  well  under  the  Law  as  under  the  Gospel, 
moved  either  by  the  secret  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
or  by  express  command  of  God,  or  by  their  own  reason 
and  sense  of  the  order  and  decency  of  things,  have  erected 
Houses  for  the  public  worship  of  God,  in  order  to  fill 
men's  minds  with  greater  reverence  for  His  glorious 
Majesty,  and  to  affect  their  hearts  with  more  devotion  and 
humility  in  His  service;  which  pious  works  have  been 
approved  and  graciously  accepted  by  our  heavenly  Father  : 
let  us  not  doubt  but  He  will  also  graciously  approve  our 
godly  purpose  of  setting  apart  this  place,  in  a  solemn 
manner,  to  the  performance  of  the  several  offices  of  re 
ligious  worship;  and  let  us  faithfully  and  devoutly  beg 
His  blessing  on  this  our  undertaking. 

U  Then,  the  people  kneeling,  the  Bishop  shall  say : 

0  eternal  God,  mighty  in  power,  and  of  Majesty  in 
comprehensible,  whom  the  heaven  of  heavens  cannot 
contain,  much  less  the  walls  of  temples  made  with  hands, 
and  who  yet  hast  been  graciously  pleased  to  promise  Thy 
special  presence  in  whatever  place  even  two  or  three  of 
Thy  faithful  servants  shall  assemble  in  Thy  Name  to  offer 
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their  supplications  and  their  praises  to  Thee ;  vouchsafe, 
0  Lord,  to  be  now  present  with  us,  who  are  gathered  here 
together  to  set  apart  this  place,  with  all  humility  and 
readiness  of  heart,  to  the  honour  of  Thy  great  Name, 
dedicating  it  to  Thy  service  for  reading  therein  Thy  most 
holy  "Word  [for  celebrating  Thy  holy  Sacraments],  for 
offering  to  Thy  glorious  Majesty  the  sacrifice  of  prayer 
and  thanksgiving,  for  blessing  Thy  people  in  Thy  Name, 
and  for  performing  all  other  holy  ordinances  which  may 
be  lawfully  used  and  solemnized  therein.  Accept,  0  Lord, 
this  service  at  our  hands,  and  bless  it  with  such  success  as 
may  promote  Thy  glory,  and  the  salvation  of  Thy  people ; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour.  Amen. 


IT  Then  shall  the  Bishop,  standing  at  the  Holy  Table,  and 
turning  his  face  towards  tJie  congregation,  who  continue 
kneeling,  say : 

[Regard,  0  Lord,  the  supplications  of  Thy  servants,  and 
grant  that  whosoever  shall  be  dedicated  unto  Thee  in  this 
house  by  baptism  may  be  sanctified  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit, 
delivered  from  Thy  wrath,  received  into  the  ark  of  Christ's 
Church,  and  ever  remain  among  the  number  of  Thy 
faithful  and  elect  children.  Amen.] 

[Grant,  0  Lord,  that  they  who  in  this  place  shall,  in 
their  own  persons,  renew  the  promises  and  vows  made 
by  their  sureties  for  them  at  their  baptism,  and  thereupon 
shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  may  be  strengthened  by 
the  Holy  Ghost  the  Comforter,  and,  being  defended*  with 
Thy  heavenly  grace,  may  continue  Thine  for  ever,  and 
daily  increase  in  Thy  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more,  until 
they  come  unto  Thy  everlasting  Kingdom.  Amen.] 
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[Grant,  0  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  receive  in  this 
place  the  Blessed  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
Jesus  Christ  Thy  Son,  may  come  to  that  holy  ordinance 
with  faith,  charity,  and  true  repentance,  and,  being  filled 
with  Thy  grace  and  heavenly  benediction,  may,  to  their 
great  and  endless  comfort,  obtain  remission  of  their  sins, 
and  all  other  benefits  of  His  passion.  Amen.] 

Grant,  0  Lord,  that  by  Thy  holy  "Word,  which  shall  be 
read  and  preached  in  this  place,  and  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit 
grafting  it  inwardly  in  the  heart,  the  hearers  thereof 
may  both  perceive  find  know  what  things  they  ought  to 
do,  and  also  may  have  grace  and  power  faithfully  to  fulfil 
the  same.  Amen. 

Grant,  we  beseech  Thee,  blessed  Lord,  that  whosoever 
shall  draw  near  unto  Thee  in  this  place,  to  give  Thee 
thanks  for  the  great  benefits  they  have  received  at  Thy 
hands,  to  set  forth  Thy  most  worthy  praise,  to  confess  their 
sins  unto  Thee,  and  to  ask  such  other  things  as  are 
requisite  and  necessary  as  well  for  the  body  as  the  soul, 
may  draw  near  with  such  steadfastness  of  faith,  seriousness 
of  attention,  and  devout  affection  of  the  mind,  that  Thou 
mayest  accept  their  bounden  duty  and  service,  and  vouch 
safe  to  them  whatsoever  in  Thy  infinite  wisdom  Thou 
shalt  see  to  be  most  expedient  for  them ;  and  this  we  beg 
for  Jesus  Christ  His  sake,  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour. 
Amen. 

U  Then  shall  follow  (in  shortened  form,  if  desired)  the 
Order  of  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer.  The  Proper 
Ps*alm$  shall  be  Psalms  Ixxxiv,  cxxii,  cxxxii  (one  or 
more).  The  first  Lesson  shall  be  1  Kings  viii.  10- 
31,  or  2  Chron.  vi.  12 — vii.  4.  The  second  Lesson 
shall  be  1  Cor.  iii.  10-17,  or  Heb.  x.  19-26. 
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H  After  tlit  Collect  for  the  Day,  the  Bishop  shall  say  the 
following  Prayers  : 

0  most  blessed  Saviour,  who,  by  Thy  gracious  presence 
at  the  Feast  of  Dedication,  didst  approve  and  honour  such 
religious  services  as  this  for  which  we  are  now  gathered 
together,  be  present  with  us  at  this  time  by  Thy  Holy 
Spirit,  and,  because  holiness  becometh  Thine  House  for 
ever,  sanctify  us,  we  pray  Thee,  that  we  may  be  living 
temples,  holy  and  acceptable  unto  Thee ;  and  so  dwell 
in  our  hearts  by  faith,  and  possess  our  souls  by  Thy  grace, 
that  nothing  which  defileth  may  enter  into  us,  and  that, 
being  cleansed  from  all  carnal  and  corrupt  affections,  we 
may  ever  be  devoutly  given  to  love  and  follow  Thee,  who 
art  our  Saviour,  Lord  and  God  blessed  for  evermore. 
Amen. 

Blessed  be  Thy  Name,  0  Lord  God,  that  it  hath  pleased 
Thee,  by  Thy  good  Spirit,  to  put  into  the  hearts  of  Thy 
servants  the  desire  to  erect  this  House  to  Thy  honour  and 
worship.  Bless,  0  Lord,  them,  their  families  and  sub 
stance,  and  accept  the  work  of  their  hands ;  and  grant, 
we  beseech  Thee,  that  all  who  shall  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
this  pious  work,  may  show  forth  their  thankfulness  by 
making  a  right  use  thereof,  to  the  glory  of  Thy  blessed 
Name ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

U  If  there  be  a  Celebration  of  Holy  Communion,  the  following 
Collect  shall  be  said  after  the  Collect  for  the  Day : 

0  most  glorious  Lord  God,  we  acknowledge  that  we  are 
not  worthy  to  offer  unto  Thee  any  thing  belonging  unto 
us.  Yet  we  beseech  Thee  of  Thy  great  goodness  to  accept 
the  dedication  of  this  place  to  Thy  service,  and  to  prosper 
this  our  undertaking.  Receive  the  prayers  and  inter- 
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cessions  of  Thy  servants,  who  either  now  or  hereafter 
entering  into  this  House  shall  call  upon  Thee,  and  give 
them  grace  to  serve  Thee  with  reverence  and  godly  fear. 
Affect  us  with  an  awful  apprehension  of  Thy  divine 
Majesty  and  a  deep  sense  of  our  own  unworthiness,  that, 
so  approaching  Thy  sanctuary  with  lowliness  and  devotion, 
with  purity  and  sincerity  of  heart,  we  may  be  acceptable 
in  Thy  sight ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

U  The  Portion  of  Scripture  appointed  for  the  Epistle  shall 
be  Eevelation  xxi.  2-5.  The  Gospel  shall  be  St.  Matthew 
xxi.  9-17. 
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III. 

FOEM  OF 

CONSECRATING  A  CHURCH. 


U  The  Bishop,  attended  by  Ids  Chancellor  and  Cliaplains, 
is  received  at  the  entrance  of  the  Church  or  Churchyard 
by  the  Minister,  thz  Churchwardens  and  others.  A 
Petition,  signed  as  the  case  may  require,  is  delivered  to 
him  by  the  Minister,  or  some  other  of  the  persons  present, 
praying  him  to  Consecrate  the  Church  [and  the  Burial 
Ground  thereto  belonging}. 

The  Bishop  receives  the  Petition,  directs  the  Registrar 
to  read  the  same,  and  signifies  his  consent  to  Consecrate 
tfie  Church  [and  Burial  Ground],  according  to  the  prayer 
of  the  Petitioners. 

H  Then  shall  the  Bishop  and  Clergy,  with  the  Churchwardens 
and  others,  proceed  towards  the  Holy  Table,  tlie  Twenty- 
fourth  Psalm  being  meanwhile  said  or  sung. 

Domini  est  terra. 

The  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  all  that  therein  is  :  the 
compass  of  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

For  He  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas  :  and  prepared  it 
upon  the  floods. 
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"Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord  :  or  who 
shall  rise  up  in  His  holy  place  ? 

Even  he  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure  heart  :  and 
that  hath  not  lift  up  his  mind  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  to 
deceive  his  neighbour. 

He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the  Lord  :  and  right 
eousness  from  the  God  of  his  salvation. 

This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek  him  :  even  of 
them  that  seek  thy  face,  0  Jacob. 

Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates,  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye 
everlasting  doors  :  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

Who  is  the  King  of  glory  :  it  is  the  Lord  strong  and 
mighty,  even  the  Lord  mighty  in  battle. 

Lift  up  your  heads,  O.ye  gates,  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye 
everlasting  doors  :  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

"Who  is  the  King  of  glory  :  even  the  Lord  of  hosts,  He 
is  the  King  of  glory. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son  :  and  to  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be : 
world  without  end.  Amen. 


TT  The  Bishop  and  his  Chaplains  shall  go  to  the  Holy 
Table,  and  the  Bishop,  sitting  in  his  chair,  shall  receive 
from  the  person  appointed  the  Deed  of  Conveyance,  Dona 
tion,  or  Endowment.  The  Bishop  shall  lay  the  same  upon 
the  Holy  Table:  then}  turning  to  the  people,  he  shall 
say: 

Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  devout  and 
holy  men,  as  well  under  the  Law  as  under  the  Gospel, 
moved  either  by  the  secret  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
or  by  express  command  of  God,  or  by  their  own  reason 
and  sense  of  the  order  and  decency  of  things,  have  erected 
Houses  for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  separated 
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them  from  all  profane  and  common  uses,  in  order  to  fill 
men's  minds  with  greater  reverence  for  His  glorious 
Majesty,  and  to  affect  their  hearts  with  more  devotion  and 
humility  in  His  service ;  which  pious  works  have  been 
approved  and  graciously  accepted  by  our  heavenly  Father : 
let  us  not  doubt  but  He  will  also  graciously  approve  our 
godly  purpose  of  setting  apart  this  place,  in  a  solemn  man 
ner,  to  the  performance  of  the  several  offices  of  religious 
worship  ;  and  let  us  faithfully  and  devoutly  beg  His  bless 
ing  on  this  our  undertaking. 


U  Then,  all  kneeling,  the  Bishop  shall  say : 

0  eternal  God,  mighty  in  power,  and  of  majesty  incom 
prehensible,  whom  the  heaven  of  heavens  cannot  contain, 
much  less  the  walls  of  temples  made  with  hands,  and  who 
yet  hast  been  graciously  pleased  to  promise  Thy  special 
presence  in  whatever  place  even  two  or  three  of  Thy  faith 
ful  servants  shall  assemble  in  Thy  Name  to  offer  their  sup 
plications  and  their  praises  to  Thee  ;  Vouchsafe,  0  Lord, 
to  be  now  present  with  us,  who  are  gathered  here  together 
to  consecrate  this  place,  with  all  humility  and  readiness  of 
heart,  to  the  honour  of  Thy  great  Name,  separating  it 
henceforth  from  all  unhallowed,  ordinary,  and  common 
uses,  dedicating  it  to  Thy  service  for  reading  therein  Thy 
most  holy  Word,  for  celebrating  Thy  holy  Sacraments,  for 
offering  to  Thy  glorious  Majesty  the  sacrifice  of  prayer  and 
thanksgiving,  for  blessing  Thy  people  in  Thy  Name,  and 
for  performing  all  other  holy  ordinances  which  may  be 
lawfully  used  and  solemnised  therein.  Accept,  0  Lord, 
this  service  at  our  hands,  and  bless  it  with  such  success  as 
may  promote  Thy  glory,  and  the  salvation  of  Thy  people  ; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour.  Amen. 
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f  Then  shall  the  Bishop,  proceeding  in  order,  if  he  think  fit, 
to  the  Font,  tfie  Chancel  step,  the  Lectern  or  Pulpit,  and 
the  Holy  Table,  or  standing  throughout  at  the  Holy  Table, 
and  turning  his  face  towards  the  Congregation,  who 
continue  kneeling,  say : 

Regard,  0  Lord,  the  supplications  of  Thy  servants,  and 
grant  that  whosoever  shall  be  dedicated  unto  Thee  in  this 
house  by  baptism,  may  be  sanctified  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit, 
delivered  from  Thy  wrath,  received  into  the  ark  of  Christ's 
Church,  and  ever  remain  among  the  number  of  Thy  faith 
ful  and  elect  children.  A  men. 

Grant,  0  Lord,  that  they  who  in  this  place  shall,  in 
their  own  persons,  renew  the  promises  and  vows  made  by 
their  sureties  for  them  at  their  baptism,  and  thereupon 
shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  may  be  strengthened  by 
the  Holy  Ghost  the  Comforter,  and  being  defended  with 
Thy  heavenly  grace,  may  continue  Thine  for  ever,  and  daily 
increase  in  Thy  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more,  until  they 
come  unto  Thy  everlasting  Kingdom.  Amen. 

Grant,  0  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  be  joined  together 
in  this  place  in  the  holy  estate  of  matrimony,  may  faith 
fully  perform  and  keep  the  vow  and  covenant  betwixt  them 
made,  and  may  remain  in  perfect  love  and  peace  together 
unto  their  lives'  end.  Amen. 

Grant,  0  Lord,  that  by  Thy  holy  Word,  which  shall  be 
read  and  preached  in  this  place,  and  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit 
grafting  it  inwardly  in  the  heart,  the  hearers  thereof  may 
both  perceive  and  know  what  things  they  ought  to  do,  and 
also  may  have  grace  and  power  faithfully  to  fulfil  the  same. 
Amen. 
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Grant,  0  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  receive  in  this  place 
the  Blessed  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  Thy  Son,  may  come  to  that  holy  ordinance  with 
faith,  charity,  and  true  repentance,  and  being  filled  with 
Thy  grace  and  heavenly  benediction,  may,  to  their  great 
and  endless  comfort,  obtain  remission  of  their  sins,  and  all 
other  benefits  of  His  passion.  Amen. 

Grant,  we  beseech  Thee,  blessed  Lord,  that  whosoever 
shall  draw  near  unto  Thee  in  this  place,  to  give  Thee 
thanks  for  the  great  benefits  they  have  received  at  Thy 
hands,  to  set  forth  Thy  most  worthy  praise,  to  confess  their 
sins  unto  Thee,  and  to  ask  such  other  things  as  are 
requisite  and  necessary  as  well  for  the  body  as  the  soul, 
may  draw  near  with  such  steadfastness  of  faith,  seriousness 
of  attention,  and  devout  affection  of  the  mind,  that  Thou 
mayest  accept  their  bounden  duty  and  service,  and  vouch 
safe  to  them  whatsoever  in  Thy  infinite  wisdom  Thou  shalt 
see  to  be  most  expedient  for  them ;  and  this  we  beg  for 
Jesus  Christ  His  sake,  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour. 
Amen. 

U  The  Bishop  being  seated,  the  Sentence  of  Consecration 
shall  be  read  by  the  Chancellor  or  Registrar.  The  Bishop 
shall  then  sign  the  Sentence,  and  direct  that  it  be  pre 
served  among  the  muniments  of  the  Diocese. 


Tlien  shall  follow,  in  shortened  form,  the  Order  of  Morn 
ing  or  Evening  Prayer.  The  Proper  Psalms  shall  be 
Psalms  Ixxxiv,  cxxii,  cxxxii  (one  or  more].  The  first 
Lesson  shall  be  I  Kings  viii.  10-31,  or  2  Chron.  vi.  12- 
vii.  4.  The  second  Lesson  shall  be  1  Cor.  iii.  10-17, 
or  Heb.  x.  19-26. 
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II  After  the  Collect  for  the  Day,  the  Bishop  shall  say  the 
following  Prayers  :

Bless,  0  Lord,  them,  their  families  and  sub 
stance,  and  accept  the  work  of  their  hands  ;  and  grant,  we 
beseech  Thee,  that  all  who  shall  enjoy  the  benefit  of  this 
pious  work  may  shew  forth  their  thankfulness  by  making 
a  right  use  thereof,  to  the  glory  of  Thy  blessed  Name ;

U  If  there  be  a  Celebration  of  Holy  Communion,  the  follow 
ing  Collect  shall  be  said  after  the  Collect  for  the  Day. 

0  most  glorious  Lord  God,  we  acknowledge  that  we  are 
not  worthy  to  offer  unto  Thee  any  thing  belonging  unto 
us.  Yet  we  beseech  Thee  of  Thy  great  goodness  to  accept 
the  dedication  of  this  place  to  Thy  service,  and  to  prosper 
this  our  undertaking.  Receive  the  prayers  and  inter 
cessions  of  Thy  servants,  who  either  now  or  hereafter 
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entering  into  this  House  shall  call  upon  Thee,  and  give 
them  grace  to  serve  Thee  with  reverence  and  godly  fear. 
Affect  us  with  an  awful  apprehension  of  Thy  divine 
Majesty  and  a  deep  sense  of  our  own  unworthiness,  that  so 
approaching  Thy  sanctuary  with  lowliness  and  devotion, 
with  purity  and  sincerity  of  heart,  we  may  be  acceptable 
in  Thy  sight ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

IT  Immediately  before  the  final  Blessing,  the  Bishop  shall 
say  the  following  Prayer : 

Blessed  be  Thy  Name,  0  Lord  God,  for  that  it  pleaseth 
Thee  to  have  Thy  habitation  among  the  sons  of  men,  and 
to  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the  assembly  of  the  saints  upon

This  is  the  Lord's  doing  :  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our 
eyes. 

This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord  hath  made  :  we  will 
rejoice  and  be  glad  in  it. 
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Help  me  now,  0  Lord  :  0  Lord,  send  us  now  pros 
perity. 

Blessed  be  lie  that  cometh  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  : 
we  have  wished  you  good  lack,  ye  that  are  of  the  house 
of  the  Lord. 

God  is  the  Lord  who  hath  shewed  us  light  :  bind  the 
sacrifice  with  cords,  yea,  even  unto  the  horns  of  the 
altar. 

Thou  art  my  God,  and  I  will  thank  Thee  :  Thou  art 
my  God,  and  I  will  praise  Thee. 

0  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  He  is  gracious :  and  Hia 
mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son  :  and  to  the 
Holy  Ghost; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now  and  ever  shall  be  : 
world  without  end.  Amen. 


Then  shall  the  Bishop  say  this  Prayer,  all  standing  : 


Let  us  pray. 

"We  are  not  worthy,  0  Lord,  to  enter  into  Thy  presence, 
for  Thou  art  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  evil.  But 
Thou,  Lord,  art  merciful,  and  full  of  compassion.  For 
give  us  all  the  sins  and  offences  of  our  past  lives,  whereby 
we  have  grieved  and  wearied  Thee,  and  receive  us  again 
to  Thy  favour.

Then  shall  secret  Pray&r  be  made,  all  kneeling. 

After  this  shall  be  sung,  all  still  kneeling,  the  following 
Hymn : 

Come,  HOLY  GHOST,  our  souls  inspire, 
And  lighten  with  celestial  fire ; 
Thou  the  anointing  SPIKIT  art, 
"Who  dost  Thy  seven-fold  gifts  impart. 

Thy  blessed  unction  from  above

Enable  with  perpetual  light 
The  dulness  of  our  blinded  sight. 

Anoint  and  cheer  our  soiled  face 
"With  the  abundance  of  Thy  grace : 
Keep  far  our  foes,  give  peace  at  home ; 
Where  Thou  art  Guide  no  ill  can  come. 

Teach  us  to  know  the  FATHER,  SON, 

And  THEE,  of  both,  to  be  but  ONE  ; 

That,  through  the  ages  all  along, 

This  may  be  our  endless  song: 
Praise  to  Thy  eternal  Merit, 
FATHER,  SON,  and  HOLY  SPIRIT.     Amen. 
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Then  the  Bishop  shall  say : 

0  most   blessed   Saviour,   who,  in    the   days  of  Thy 
earthly  Ministry,  by  Thy  gracious  presence  at  the  Feast 
of  Dedication,  didst  approve  and  honour  such  service  as 
this  which  we  are  now  offering  unto  Thee,  be  present  with 
us  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit;  and,  because  holiness  becometh 
Thine  House  for  ever,  sanctify  us,  we  pray  Thee,  that  we 
may  be  living  temples,  holy  and  acceptable  unto  Thee;

If  the  Church  be  dedicated  in  the  name  of  any  Saint  for 
whose  Festival  a  Collect  is  provided,  such  Collect  may  be 
used  instead  of,  or  in  addition  to,  the  Collect  for  the 
Day. 

A  Sermon  or  Address  shall  be  given  in  the 
usual  place. 

Before  the  Jlnal  Blessing  shall  be  said  this  Prayer :

*T  The  Deed  of  Conveyance  or  Donation  of  the  Ground,  with 
such  other  Documents  as  are  requisite,  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Bishop  or  his  Cliancellor  some  time  before  the 
day  appointed. 

*fiaAt  the  time  of  the  Consecration  the  Bishop  shall  be 
'  received  at  tJie  entrance  of  the  Church  or  Churchyard  by 
the  Clergy  of  the  Parish,  the  Churchwardens,  and  others. 
Tlie  Petition  for  Consecration  sJiall  be  then  presented,  and 
read,  if  so  desired;  to  which  the  Bishop  shall  signify 
his  assent  in  these  words : 

I  am  ready  to  proceed  to  the  Consecration. 

Then  may  follow  MORNING  or  EVENING  PKAYER 
within  the  Church. 

The  shortened  Form  may  be  used. 
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The  following  directions  shall  be  observed. 

In  place  of  the  ordinary  Sentence  or  Sentences  shall  be 
said  one  or  more  of  the  following  : 

In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou 
return  unto  the  ground ;  for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken : 
for  dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return. — 
Gen.  iii.  19. 

Remember  now  thy  Creator  in  the  days  of  thy  youth, 
while  the  evil  days  come  not,  nor  the  years  draw  nigh, 
when  thou  shalt  say,  I  have  no  pleasure  in  them.  Then 
shall  the  dust  return  to  the  earth  as  it  was :  and  the 
spirit  shall  return  unto  God  who  gave  it. — Eccles.  xii. 
1,7. 

0  Death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  0  Grave,  where  is  thy 
victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin ;  and  the  strength  of 
sin  is  the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us 
the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

All  my  delight  is  upon  the  saints,  that  are  in  the 
earth  :  and  upon  such  as  excel  in  virtue. 

But  they  that  run  after  another  god  :  shall  have  great 
trouble. 

Their  drink-offerings  of  blood  will  I  not  offer  :  neither 
make  mention  of  their  names  within  my  lips. 

The  Lord  Himself  is  the  portion  of  mine  inheritance, 
and  of  my  cup  :  Thou  shalt  maintain  my  lot. 

The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fair  ground  :  yea,  I  have 
a  goodly  heritage. 

1  will  thank  the  Lord  for  giving  me  warning  :  my  reins 
also  chasten  me  in  the  night-season. 

I  have  set  God  always  before  me  :  for  He  is  on  my 
right  hand,  therefore  I  shall  not  fall. 

Wherefore  my  heart  was  glad,  and  my  glory  rejoiced  :

"We  beseech  Thee,  good  Lord,  to  accept  this 
charitable  work  of  ours ;  and  mercifully  grant  that  they 
whose  bodies  shall  be  here  bestowed,  and  we  all,  may 
never  forget  the  day  of  putting  off  the  tabernacle  of  this 
flesh,  but  that  living  we  may  think  upon  death,  and 
dying  we  may  apprehend  life  ;  and  rising  from  the  death 
of  sin  to  the  life  of  righteousness,  which  is  the  first  rising 
of  grace,  we  may  have  our  parts  in  the  second,  which  is 
the  rising  to  glory  by  Thy  mercy,  0  most  gracious  Lord 
God,  who  dost  live  and  govern  all  things,  world  with 
out  end. 

The  following  Prayer  may  be  used  when  there  is  a  CJtapel 
to  be  Consecrated. 

0  Lord  God,  mighty  and  glorious,  and  of  incom 
prehensible  Majesty,  Thou  fillest  heaven  and  earth  with 
the  glory  of  Thy  presence,  and  canst  not  be  contained 
within  any  the  largest  compass,  much  less  within  the 
narrow  walls  of  this  house ;  yet  forasmuch  as  Thou  hast 
been  pleased  to  command  in  Thy  holy  law,  that  we  should 
put  the  remembrance  of  Thy  Name  upon  places,  and  in 
every  such  place  Thou  wilt  come  to  us  and  bless  us ;  we 
are  here  now  assembled  to  put  Thy  Name  upon  this  place, 
and  the  memorial  of  it,  to  make  it  Thy  House,  to  devote 
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and  dedicate  it  for  ever  unto  Thee,  utterly  separating  it 
from  all  worldly  uses,  and  to  consecrate  it  wholly  and 
only  to  the  invocation  of  Thy  glorious  Name :  accept, 
0  Lord,  this  day's  duty  and  service,  sanctify  this  House 
with  Thy  gracious  presence,  and  grant  that  whatsoever 
prayers  in  this  sacred  place  shall  be  made  according  to 
Thy  will  may  be  accepted  by  Thy  gracious  favour,  and 
returned  with  their  desired  success  to  Thy  glory  and  to 
our  comfort ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  direct  that  the  Sentence  of  Consecration 
be  read  by  the  appointed  officer.  This  done,  it  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Bishop,  who  shall  further  direct  that  it  be 
preserved  among  the  Muniments  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  shall  then  say : 

Good  People,  by  virtue  of  our  sacred  office  in  the  Church 
of  God,  we  have  now  consecrated,  and  for  ever  set  apart 
from  all  profane  and  common  uses,  this  ground,  to  be  the 
resting-place  of  the  dead  until  the  glorious  resurrection 
of  the  last  day ;  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

Then  shall  they  return  unto  the  Church  or  Chapel,  if  desired, 
the  Choir  leading,  and  a  Hymn  being  sung. 

After  this  may  follow 

AN  ADDRESS. 
After  the  Address  may  be  sung  a  Hymn. 

Before  the  Blessing  the  Bishop  shall  say  this  Prayer : 
Lord  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  who  art  the- 
God  not  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living,  and  with  whom 
do  live   the   spirits   of  them   that  depart   hence  in  the 
Lord : 
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Lord  Jesu  Christ,  who  by  Thy  death  hast  overcome 
death,  and  by  Thy  rising  again  hast  opened  to  us  the 
gate  of  everlasting  life ;  who  shalt  send  Thine  angels, 
and  gather  Thine  elect  from  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  : 

Holy  and  blessed  Spirit,  the  Lord  and  Giver  of  life, 
whose  temples  the  bodies  of  Thy  servants  are,  by  Thy 
sanctifying  grace  dwelling  in  them :

Tfien,  the  Bishop  and  the  {Rector]  standing  at  the  Font,  the 
Bishop  shall  say :

I  charge  thee  therefore  before  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  at  His 
appearing  and  His  kingdom ;  preach  the  word  ;  be  instant 
in  season,  out  of  season ;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all 
long-suffering  and  doctrine. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Minister  diligently  to  preach  God's 
Holy  Word,  and  to  use  public  and  private  monitions  and 
exhortations,  as  well  to  the  sick  as  to  the  whole ;  accord 
ing  to  the  solemn  promise  made  at  his  Ordination. 

The  new  Incumbent.  I  will  so  do,  the  Lord  being  my 
helper. 

Then  they  shall  proceed  to  the  Lord's  Table,  and  the 
Archdeacon  sJiall  say, 

Hear  the  words  of  St.  Paul,  written  in  the  tenth  and 
eleventh  chapters  of  the  First  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians. 

The  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  com 
munion  of  the  Blood  of  Christ?  The  bread  which  we 
break,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  Body  of  Christ? 
For  we  being  many  are  one  bread  and  one  body ;  for  we 
are  all  partakers  of  that  one  bread.  As  often  as  ye  eat 
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this  bread  and  drink  this  cup  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death 
till  He  come. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Minister  diligently  and  frequently 
to  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  Christ. 

The  new  Incumbent.  I  will  so  do,  the  Lord  being  my 
helper. 

Then  shall  the  ArcMeacon,  turning  to  the  people,  say, 
Hear  the  words  of  St.  Paul,  written  in  the  fifth  chapter 
of  the  First  Epistle  to  the  Thessalonians. 

We  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  know  them  which  labour 
among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord  and  admonish 
you,  and  to  esteem  them  very  highly  in  love  for  their 
work's  sake.  And  be  at  peace  among  yourselves. 

I  charge  and  exhort  you,  Brethren  and  Churchwardens 
of  this  Parish,  to  pray  continually  for  this  your  Minister, 
who  is  set  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  to  help  him  forward 
in  all  the  duties  of  his  holy  calling.  Bear  ye  one  another's 
burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ. 

Then  shall  silence  be  kept  for  a  space,  while  the  Con 
gregation  secretly  in  their  Prayers  make  their  humble 
supplications  to  God  for  these  things,  all  devoutly  kneel 
ing.  After  which  the  Archdeacon  shall  say  tJie  Prayers 
following. 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  and  heavenly  Father,  who,  of  Thine 
infinite  love  and  goodness  towards  us,  hast  given  to  us 
Thy  only  and  most  dearly  beloved  Son  Jesu  Christ,  to  be 
our  Redeemer,  and  the  Author  of  everlasting  life;  who, 
after  He  had  made  -perfect  our  redemption  by  His  death, 
and  was  ascended  into  heaven,  sent  abroad  into  the  world 
Hie  Apostles,  Prophets,  Evangelists,  Doctors,  and  Pastors ; 
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by  whose  labour  and  ministry  He  gathered  together  a  great 
flock  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  to  set  forth  the  eternal 
praise  of  Thy  holy  Name :  For  these  so  great  benefits 
of  Thy  eternal  goodness  we  render  unto  Thee  most  hearty 
thanks,  we  praise  and  worship  Thee ;  and  we  humbly 
beseech  Thee,  by  the  same  Thy  blessed  Son,  to  grant  unto 
all  which  either  here  or  elsewhere  call  upon  Thy  holy 
Name,  that  we  may  continue  to  show  ourselves  thankful 
unto  Thee  for  these  and  all  other  Thy  benefits ;  and  that 
we  may  daily  increase  and  go  forwards  in  the  knowledge 
and  faith  of  Thee  and  Thy  Son,  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  So 
that  as  well  by  this  Thy  Minister,  as  by  them  over  whom 
he  is  now  appointed  Thy  Minister,  Thy  holy  Name  may 
be  for  ever  glorified,  and  Thy  blessed  kingdom  enlarged ; 
through  the  same  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who 
liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee  in  the  unity  of  the  same 
Holy  Spirit,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

A  PRAYER  OF  ST.  CHRYSOSTOM. 

Almighty  God,  who  hast  given  us  grace  at  this  time 
with  one  accord  to  make  our  common  supplications  unto
